HARD TO BUY DIAMONDS,

In Bouwth Africa & Fermit sa Well aa
Money 1a Nocessary.

The Inws pertaining to diamounds In the
flelds of Soutn Afries huve become very
stringent. It is ilegal to own a dismond
unless one ia a claim holder or & Noonsed
buyer.  If a priviate individual wishes to
purchase o stone or two  for himsell, ho
must first obtaln o permilt from the au-
theritios,

Theso precautions will be seen to be
nocessary, bocause the value of the dia-
mond, its portability, the faculty with
which it can be voncenled and the uneer-
talnty rogaeding its existence make 1t o
source of tarnpation to dishonesty mmong
ull classos. It Is therefore ngainst the law
for any one, oven if o lcensed buyer, to
purchase o dinmond from any one not a
clalm holder unless he ean produce a
permit,

The law has become so stringent and the
dotective foroe so active that terror hine
stricken the (llielt dinmond buyers, for {e
I8 o mntter of 16 yoars in prison to be eon.
vieted of buying n stolen dismond, Before
this stringoent Jaw was' passed many went
away from the flolds rich in a few years
who conld not possibly have made their
fortune in any legitimate business o that
longeth of time.  Men who have been sus-
pected for years, but have managed to
evado detection, have boen pounced upon
by dotectives at most upexpected mo-
ments, but the temptation I8 so strong
that, despite the penalty, the practioe still
goes on, but to u simaller extent than be-
fore,.—New York Advertiser.

How fulse this argninent i o be
seen by looking at the figures guoted,
Butween 18656 and 1870 the price or oot
ton fell from 85,88 conts per pound to
28, 0% couta. By 1873, the year of the
“orime, "’ the price hud gone down e
18,80 comte.  In other words, the money
valoo of a bule of cotton shrunk from
$H16.00 in 1866 to #94, a difference
of $822. 90, while the country had free
ooinage of silver at 10 to 1. Sinee tha
time the fall In price has been much
less, having been only from $94 in 1870
to $49 in 1506 at the present quota-
tions of 7,80 cents per pound,

The history of eotton prices shows,
therefore, that under free silver the
price of a bale of eattan deolined $328 00,

ver dollare B0 if you sucoved in bor
rowing under froe eolnnge you will pay
bigher intovest on the loan.  Ask any-
body who knows the facts whather in-
terest is not much higher in Mexico, In-
dia or the silver South American eoun-
tries than in the United States, Eng-
land or Germany, with their carrency
based on gold. Then make up your mind
that you will vote for the finnucial sys
tem which if left undisturbed will ben-
efit you far more than free silver will
